SOMETHING ABOUT THE MAN 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 8.—Governor 


Xa Foleltte sent to the senate today 
the appointment of Evan D. Roberts 
-of Janesville as state veterinarian for 
the residue of the term ending June 
1, 1901^ 


Senator Whitehead moved immedi- 


ate confirmation saying the term of 
Dr. H. P. Clute of Marinette, who was 
appointed during the legislature re- 
cess expired by limitation on Jan. 29. 
The appointment was confirmed unan- 
imously. 


it apears that the office of state vet- 


erinarian has been vacant since Jan. 
'29, or twenty days after the legislature 
convened. 


The law prescribes that an appoint- 


•ment made during the recess of the 
legislature shall hold until the twenty 
<days after the legislature convenes; 
and as that time expired on Jan. 29 
it is held that the office is vacant since 


offices of the position to which he has 
just been appointed. 


The office carries a salary of $2,000 


a year and expenses. 
When it was 


first established it did not entail very 
much work upon the 
veterinarian, 


but it has grown so rapidly in impor- 
tance that it now requires almost the 
entire time of the veterinarian to dis- 
charge the duties of his office. 


Dr. Roberts will make his head- 


quarters in Madison but will retain 
his residence in this city and will make 
this his home when not employed. At 
present he has no one to take care 
of hs practice, but in a few days will 
have one of the best men in the state 
here to handle the business. 


The doctor was kept busy during 


the morning receiving the congratula- 
tions of his fri.ends, who flocked about 
him when his appointment was an- 
nounced. 
It was somewhat in the 


nature of a surprise to him as he did 
not expect to take up the duties of the 
office until June 1 and had made no 
preparations to have some one take 
charge of his business. 


He left this morning for Madison on 


the 11:20 train to get his certificate of 
appointment and enter at once ujpon 
the discharge of the duffles of the 
office.

London, Feb. 8.—Doubt as to the na- 


ture of the ceremonial to be ob- 
served at the opening of parliament 
on Feb. 14. has been set at rest by an 
official anonuncement that it has been 
definitely determined that King Ed- 
ward will open his first parliament 
•with a full state ceremonial.

EZRA GOODRICH OF MILTON 


JUNCTION, FAVORS IT. 


The Goodrich Family 
Identified with 


School Interests Since the Founds, 
tions of Milton Were Laid—Strong 
Arguments of 
a 
Practical 
Na- 


ture Are Advanced. 
The following communication ..from 


Ezra Goodrich of Milton "Junction, on 
Centralized Schools, is its own best 
argument, and it is commended to the 
perusal of every intelligent man and 
woman in the county. 
- 


The Goodrich family has been iden- 


tified with schools and educational 
matters since Milton was. 
Joseph 


.Goodrich gave the grounds for a dis- 
trict school, also for the college; 
built arid maintained an academy for 
ten years, and donated the public 
square in the village of Milton, now 
one of the 
most 
beautiful 
school 


grounds in the state. 


Ezra Goodrich drew the plans and 


superintended the building of the Mil- 
ton school house, plotted the park and 
set the trees. The first dictrict school 
in Milton was kept in his father's 
house. 
In speaking with authority 


on schools there are very few who 
would take precedence of Mr. Good- 
rich. 


The text of his communication is as 


follows: 


We have openly advocated the gath- 


ering of children in centralized schools 
since the time when we centralized 
the making of butter and cheese by 
gathering the c'rpam 
and the milk. 


We have not expected to live to see 
the time when people would listen to 
so radical a change, and give it the 
attention they are giving to-day; for 
they always looked upon us as school 
cranks. 


But centralized schools are com- 


ing and they will come to stay, for 
the people, when they try them wlil 
like them and would no sooner leave 
them, than they would go back to ma- 
king butter and cheese in. the old 
way. 
Their benefits are more num- 


erous and far reaching than those who 
have not given them careful consid- 
eration would suppose or believe. With" 
them 'every child alike will have the 
opportunity of a good, practical edu- 
cation free. 


The fact that with the many in- 


creased benefits, including transport- 
ation to and from school, there will 
be no increased aggregate cost, will 
be to many a pleasing surprise. Hav- 
ing the children at home; under Ihe 
care o£ parents, continuing the habit's 
of industry and building up the body 
while educating the mind, will make 
self-reliant and successful' mon and 
women. 


To take children away from the 


farm and keep them in school with 
nothing to do but study ail the day 
long, will spoil half of them, and those 
who really devote their time wholly 
to their books, for a series of years, 
will have an educated mind in a de- 
bilitated body which in this lustling 
world would be no good/ 


In going daily from home to a 


centralized school, the children though 
young, could learn to take light farm 
products and exchange them for fam 
ily supplies, and thus with the liter- 
ary learn the practical lessons of ev- 
ery-day life. 
They could alsp get 


the mail, a daily paper, if wanted, keep 
posted on current events, and do away 
with the need and expense of rural 
mail delivery. 


Centralized -schools would be an In- 


centive to making and maintaining 
good roads to every rural home, and 
would thereby be a help 
not only to 


mankind, but to the dumb beasts. 
Good roads would protract the life 
and be the salvation of wagons and 
carriages, cutters and sleighs. There- 
fore centralized schools will btj a help- 
ing to all mankind, to animals and 
inanimate things. Therefore let them 
speedily come. 


Rock county is well situated for cen- 


tralized schools, especially as regards 
material for making good roads, which 
are a necessary thing. 
" Milton has 


already got the good roads, and also 
good buildings in each village for 
graded schools. 
She has the larg- 


est, the finest, the most centrally lo- 
cated and beautifully shaded school 
grounds in the north-west. 


She needs only a good commodi- 


ous high school building, located mid- 
way between the two villages, to make 
her the banner school (.own in Rock 
county. 
And Rock county can, and 


I trust, will be, the boss county for 
centralized schools in the 'state.

PAY CASH WAGES. 


A bill is now pending in the assem- 


bly that should pass that body, as well 
as the senate by unanimous vote. 
It is meeting some opposition, how- 
ever, from the lumbermen, who are in 
terested parties. 


The bill is in the interests of labor 


or,'more properly, . in .the interests 
of justice in dealing..with labor. 


It provides that,,the .time checks 


dealt out by the mill men ant) others, 
in payment of wages, shall be made 
negotiable, so that a laboring man 
can take his cheek to a bank and dis- 
count it at a reasonable rate of inter- 
ost: 
•. It seems that under the present 


system the checks can only be as- 
signed, and the laboring man becomes 
the1 victim of money sharks, 
or is 


obliged to trade out his checks at 
company stores, which, in many cases, 
is far from satisfactory. 


The only trouble with the contem- 


plated amendment is, that it don't 
go :half far enough.. 
If there is any 


reason why a lumberman, or -any oth- 
-er employer of labor, should be per- 
Tnltitetl to pay wages for honest toil, 
in any thing'.but hard, cash, the peo- 
• pie; of the state have yet to discover 
it. ' Any kind of- a check that repre- 
sents less than 100 cents on the dol- 
lar in clean cash, is not only an in- 
sult to labor, but it is a species of dis- 


- honesty that the people of the state 


o act ia sympathy with. 
The man who works in a mill or a 


factory, or anywhere else, for wages, 
is not only entitled to an honest dol- 
lar in settlement, but if he is obliged 
to take 
checks 
in payment, they 


should be honest ctiecks: pay able with 
exchange, and the concern that •issues 
them should be obliged to make them 
good for their face value. 


The large employers of labor, wheth- 


er railroads or. manufacturers, as well 
as .the great army of smaller 
em- 


ployers, pay for labor in the coin of 
the-'treahn, or its equivalent. 
They 


do r^pt ,ask men ,to take codfish or 
dry goods, or checks -of uncertain 
value. 
This new device appears to 


be'a" product of Northern Wisconsin 
thrift, and while it may be gratifying 
to the perpetrators and a source of 
revenue, it is a blight 
on the good 


name of the state, that 'should 
be 


sound, the industry -might better be 
the cut of feaw logs can't be made to 
show a profit, without the additional 
cut-in paper that is supposed to be 
sound, the inndustry might better be 
abandoned.

laboring man more good than the 
clean cash regularly at pay day.

The law of common

prohibition law in Kansas. 
I lived 


•in the state eleven years and voted 
for the amendment, and I am

pelled to say that the law, outside of 


''the large cities, works fairly well. 


"Here, for instance, was the little 


. town of- Sterling, with a population of 
5,000, and of course no saloon. 
A 


banker, a very good friend of mine, 
came to me one day and said: 
'I 


know positively that liquor is being 
sold 
somewhere, but I don't know 


•where nor how to find out.' 


"After some talk a plan was form- 


ulated, a man hired to do detective 
work," and the offending blind pig 
was soon unearthed. 
It was operat- 


ed .in the back cellar., under a drug 
store, and its patrons were pledged to 
secrecy. 
The amateur detective had 


a companion with him; and their test- 
imony -was so' strong that the dis- 
trict attorney had no difficulty in con- 
victing the druggist of violation of 
'law. 
He was fined $300 and spent 


thirty days in jail, which to him was 
the heaviest part of the sentence. 


"In Tppeka, Wichita and the larger 


cities a .different condition prevails, 
no doubt, and because the law is not 
.enforced the women have become des- 
perate, and with Mrs. Nation as their 
leader, are creating a different public 
sentiment. 
While her methods are 


certainly radical it must be borne 
in mind that she is directing her en- 
ergies against the law breakers ex- 
clusively, as all Kansas saloon men 
arS: '

ations to Kansas, where she will at 
least be. a self-appointed officer 
to 


enfprce the law,, there is no doubt 
Tjufshe -can accomplish a groat deal,

"As far as the law itself is con-
